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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION.

The past year has been a difficult one for public 
schools owing to the disorganization resulting from the 
widespread outbreak of influenza which closed the doors 
of public schools everywhere for several weeks. In this 
’ respect Plaistow schools have suffered proportionately. 
The demands placed upon public schools by the various 
war activities in which they have had to particpate have 
entailed much extra work. However the contributions 
of the American public schools towards the winning of. 
the war have been very material, and to this cause our 
local school have contributed their full share. Practical- 
ly all of these activities have been efficiently carried for- 
ward under the personal direction of Mrs. Margaret T. 
Ryder, the secretary of the board. 

The work of enlarging the Pollard school building 
has been successfully completed. The building as it now 
stands is the result of the joint efforts of the committee. 
under whose direction it was planned, erected and equip- 
ped. It is a credit alike to the committee and to the 
community that authorized its construction. 

2 ix of the eight rooms provided are now in use. 
Grades V, VI, VII and VIII each oceupy a separate room. 
Grades I and IJ and HI and IV occupy two rooms so that 
we now have at the Pollard school six teachers for the 
eight grades arranged as indicated. 

_ The lunch room provided in the new basement has 
proved to be a great convenience and is filling a long 
felt want. : 

It is the intention of the board to provide for suitable 
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dedicatory exerices, but owing to the prevalence of so 
much illness it seemed best to defer the exercises until 
warmer weather when the children may take part with- 
out endangering their health. | 

The granite steps that add so much to the general 
appearance of the new building were the gift of Mr. Ar- 
thur G. Pollard of Lowell, Massachusetts. Mr. Pollard 
has also recently, presented to the school reference li- 
brary a very handsome edition of the International En- 
eyclopedia in twenty-four volumes. The gift, needless to 
say, is highly appreciated by teachers and pupils. 

Mr. George W. Libbey of the American Book Company 
has also given the reference library several very useful 
volumes. | 

It is a matter of regret that the warrant for the next 
school meeting cannot be printed in the annual report 
owing to the fact that the board has been advised by the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction to postpone 
the annual school meeting pending action by the State 
Legislature on House Bill No. 262, now before that body 
and which if it becomes law will greatly modify or 
completely change the method of making appropriations. 
Upon receipt of instructions from the Department of 
Publie Instruction relative to this matter the warrant 
will be prepared and a copy published in the Haverhill 
Gazette. 

The board is endeavoring to administer its affairs. 
as economically as possible, but it is obvious that with 
a larger building, additional teachers and a larger debt 
there must be a corresponding increase in expenditures. 

Miss Mina A. Blanchard is still at the Westville 
school and is doing good work. A few very necessary 
minor repairs have been made on the Westville school 
building the last year. | 

Parents are cordially invited to visit the schools. 
Plaistow parents are very remiss in this particular.
